Woodl)ri(ige ia a 
farmic^ community, and a good many 
of tbo big boys were dispoand to mahe 
troublo for th^ir young teacher. He 
was popular with his scholars for all 
that, and after he bud subdued the 
fiery spirits matters went along quiet 
ly. One or two of the malcontents, 
however^imade up their minds to get 
even'with'fhe teacher. One of them, 
Charles Bishop, a man nearly as old as 
Eliot, and a friend determiniid to pun- 
ish the instructor for some well merit- 
ed whippings, and to escape recogni- 
tion they prepared disguises and de- 
-acended .upon .their rictim. Eliot had 
diamiBsed 'bis scbolars as usual, at four 
'o'clock, and was preparing to go home, 
h'alf^ an hour later, when he saw two 
young men, with black cambric masks 
over their faces, lurking near the 
sohpolhouse. He made up his mind not 
to shirk the danger, and, picking up a 
fitovit club which happened to be in the 
room,' be stepped out of the building 
and found bimaeif face to face with 
one of the masked nierj, while the other 
was trying to get around behind him, 
The youth in front of liim was not 
three feet away from Eliot when he 
threw some miss-ile at the teacher.

Ouo of tlie most iute'restiug blue books 
pubhHbed during the current year is Mr. 

Douglfis Brynmer'a report ou Canadian 
Archives. It is an appendix to tho report 
of tlie minister of ngricultura, and will be 
f.^pecialij" valuable to all Htuduuta of Ciina- 
iliun history. jNIr. Brymner has brought to 
hit) vui'k aK the research and luaining for 
wliieh, as our jircinUr archivist, he ha.s al- 
ready gained a national reputation. Tiio 
volume embraces a great fund q/ knowl- 
edge, including letters and do.'uments from 
Cnuada'a Knttlemout down to tha begiuuiug 
of this ooutury, all having a bearing upon 
our history. The priHoipal aoaroos of iu- 
formatioa during the French regime have 
been tho Kelatious and Jonrnnl of the 
.losnits, the works of Cbumplaiu and Char- 
levoix, the Paris and Loudon documonts, 
and generally archives in our own and the 
Js'nw YoiU collection. It is to bo regretted 
that valuable doeumeuls, in the possession 
of private families, li;ivo been ruthleasly 
• destroyed. Many of these would have ex- 
plained clenly the inner history of most 
important events, Hiiico they were written 
by tho iietars themselves, who bad occupied 
otllcial positions or hold posta iu the gov- 
ernmuut of the country. Attention is c^led 
to the fact that there is now a 
plaoo where such paper.s can be 
safely deposited, if upon e.\amina- 
tiou they are found worthy of preservation. 
The niomoira of De Uougarvillo, by the 
keeper uf tho papors in the marine de- 
partment at Paria, have thrown much 
light upon the early French explorations, 
while the Prince's Society publications 
are of great value. A letter from Sir 
Guy (Jarleton to Lord George Gormaine, 
dated tho 20th May, 1777, is of more 
than ordinary interest. It may bo called 
his protest against being practically super- 
seded in his command by Burgbyno. 
Carluton had Buccossfully conduoted th j 
campaign of 1776, after the eneuiy bad 
been driven from tho country. Tioon- 
doroga would have boon attacked but for 
the lateness of tho season. Writing to 
Gormaine on the I7lh November, 1770, 
Carlutou fitat'js that, on tho 2nd of that 
mouth tho two brigades which had ad- 
vanced vrith hi had sot out on their re- 
turn, and that the rest of th» troops were 
either in, or ou tho march to, their qu.ir- 
tors in the province of Queboc. Burgoyne, 
■who had been serving iu Gauadu uncl^r 
Carleton, wrote from L'j.odon the lat 
January, 1770 7, to Germaine, stating 
that he h:«l bad a perouiial interview with 
tho Jfing, tu v.iiuni had .aaid "that as 
tho atrangemunta for tho next campaign 
mi^ht poBuibly come undor hia royal con- 
ternplati jii before my return (from Bath), 
I humbly laid myself at Q.is Majesty's 
feet for such active employment as be 
might think me worthy of." Meantime, 
Carleton was exerting himself in mak- 
ing proparations for tho coming 
campaign, which ho supposed would 
be undor hia command. Germaine 
wroto to Carloton on the 26th ilarci., 
1777, thot it had been Bia M»joaty's 
intention to have detached Burgoyne or 
some other olliuer, with all tho troops that 
could bo spared for tho defonco of the 
, province, to jjin Howa. In de Fonblan- 
quo'a "Political and Military Kpiaodes" 
derived from tho life, etc. , of Burgoyne, 
London, 1876, this letter is given pro- 
fessedly in full, but really omitting a most 
material passage which we are now sup- 
plied with in full. Lord George aays; 
"Since 1 wroto that loiter, I have had the 
morlitication to loiirn, that upon your re- 
passing Lake Ohamplaiu, a vory consider- 
able number of the iuaurgenta, finding 
their preset je no longer necessary near 
Ticondoruga, immediately marched from 
thence and joined the rebel forces in the 
provinces ot New York and Jersey. That 
unoxpeoted roinforceinenl was mure par- 
ticularly uiifortuuato for us, as it enabled 
the rebels to break in with some degree of 
BUGcess upon parts of tho winter quarters 
that were taken up by tho army under 
tho command of Sir William Howe. 
"Upon these accounts and — " then fol- 
low tlia words of tiio printed letter: 
"With a view of quelling the rebellion as 
soon as possible" the army is to join 
Howe, Oarltton is to be left with 3,600 
men, and Burgoyne to take tho command 
of the troops leaving tho province." With- 
out Lil ali consulting him Carleton is or- 
dered to carry out the plan of the nam- 
paign aa arranged in London; the de- 
scription of troops to be aunt as well as 
those to be retained for the defence uf the 
province being minutely specified, oven 
the detaohiiionts to be sent out beiuij fixed 
upon. Burgoyne was to have a force of 
7,173, exclusive of artillery, besides 
as many Canadians and Indiana bs 
might bo necessary fur tho service, and 
St. Leger was to proceed to Albany, to 
join Huwo, undor whoso instructions both 
Burgoyne and St. L"ger were to act. 
Carleton, writing to M-\jor-0'oneral Phil- 
lips, says that ho will go to Montreal so 
as to bo on hand to lend any assistance in 
hie power. Ho, nevertheless, did not con- 
ceal from Burgoyne hia opinion of Gor- 
maine's measures, writing him that "I am 
very ready to acknowledce that I think 
the whole of our miiiister'a measui'oa, civil 
and military, very strange; indeed, to me, 
they appear incomprehensible, unleas they 
turn upon private onniity and resentment. " 
The result of Burgoyne'a campaign is too 
well known iu bo mentioned hero, fate 
seemed to decree that it should only end 
diaastroualy. Tho volume is replete with 
other valuable information — the reault of 
the untiring and indefatigable labors of 
Mr. Brymner, and his assistant, Mr. Jos- 
eph Marmette, and many cloudy points 
in Canadian history are now laid bare to 
our vision, Their labors happily do not 
ceaao. Eacii year tvu may expect, some 
further contributions to the secret history 
of our country, which will amplify and 
extend the historical literature of this 
"hulking young giant. " Wo would sug- 
gest tho noooBsity, incumbent upon all our 
readers, of depositing any siich documents 
in safe keeping at Ottawa, where they 
would, too, bo uaoful to tho archivists, 
poAsessiug a value, perhaps undreamt of 
.by the holder. Future generations will 
have even greater reason than this to ap- 
preciate at its true worth tho aoholarly 
and faithful work, which makes this vol- 
ume fio interesting' and useful,

ENGLAND. 
London, June 11.— Ohildors, home 
rule secretary, replying in the commons 
this evening to Decobain, oonservativu 
member for Bolfaat, who.aakcd if tho 
govornmont would take .steps to]prosecuto 
the police who shot down the inhabitants 
of Belfast during tho troubles of tho last 
few days, said the government' was not 
informed there had been any niisaonduct 
on the part of the county police in Bel- 
fast. The aocrotary aaid tlio govornmont 
had tho fullest oonhdencQ in the royal 
Irish cunatabulary, and did .not intend, 
while the present disorders continue, to 
remove thorn from Beifast andlaubstiluto 
military. 

Gladstone was asked in tho house of 
commons this evening, by William John- 
aon, conservative, if it waa true, as report- 
ed, that the Eurl of Aberdeen, Irish Vice- 
roy, during his recent visit to Cork, had 
knelt at the altar^of a Catholic cathedral 
in that city. Mr. Gladatoiio rejilied that 
if the Earl of Aberdeen hud done tho 
kneeling of which ho was accused, ho 
(Mr. (iladstone) .waa not aware of it. Ho 
added, "Wo must decline to institute an 
inquiry into such a question. It lights 
the lire of religious disourd. I can say, 
however, that I have never known a better 
chriatiau, nor more perfect protestant, 
than tho Earl of Aburdoon." The house 
agreed to give government busiuoas the 
procedenco during tho remainder of the 
sosaion. Mr. Gladstone, in anawur to a 
ruqiieat for ». more explicit statement oon- 
corning the reiisseuibling of parliament, 
aaid: "I wish to stale clearly .^hat I said 
yesterday roapecting the reassembling of 
parliament if, when tho elootiona ars over, 
it has been found that the country does 
not approve of the policy yf tho govern- 
moiit respecting tho govornmont of Ire- 
land, and there remains yet room for 
doubt on the question, then tho new par- 
liament will be aaaembled forthwith." 

Oharaborlain'a electoral manifesto was 
rvisdo public this evening. It doolaros 
tho government Irish propoaala linA beon 
ooudnained in advance by every liberal 
statesman of the country.

The Crawford Dilko divorce case was 
in court again to-dny, on tho iaauo of Sir 
Charles Dilko's rigiit I'.o havo tho Queen's 
proctor re-opoii the case in order to on- 
able the member for Chelsea to produce 
testimony in hia own vindication. Craw- 
ford asked the court to refuse to allow tho 
proctor to intervene, alleging that the on- 
ly wiciioaaoa who would bo produced to 
contradict the confeasion of Mrs. Crawford 
were Sir Charles Dilko himself, whom 
that confeasion implicated, and hia ser- 
vants. Mr. Crawford contended that un- 
leaa it could be proved the divorce was ob- 
tained by collusion, which was not alleged, 
tho proctor had no right to intorrono in 
Sir Charles Dilke'a intere.it. Tlia judge 
decided that the proctor had the right to 
interfere, if the freah evidence now ofi'er- 
od by Fanny Stock and Sarah Grny waa 
material evidence, ahowing that plaincifl's' 
chargeo wore urtruo. Continuing tho 
judge said thftt the Quooii's proctor must 
him.9oU answer the nuggoation that he in- 
tervened in Sir Charles' interest. The 
judge said that he hiniaelf did not believe 
the auggeation. He was'ifertBin the proc- 
tor would not so violate the dutieii of his 
office. The judge refused to make Mrs. 
Crawford and Mrs. Charles Dilko parties 
to the proctor's auit to enable them to be 
hoard by counsel- 
Mr. rnruell has requested the publication 
of tho following: "I positively deny that 
I sought an -interview with the Earl of Car- 
narvon, I also difTor from the earl as to two 
conditions upon which he alleges was based 
tho interview, namely, that bo was aviting 
eutirel}' on his own reHpoiisibility, and that 
ho declined to hear or say one word to tho 
detriment of the union. Tho Earl nl Car- 
uavvoc dill not lay down the conditions 
previoualy. I adroit there was a 
foundation for the third condition 
mentioned; that is: he hoped 
It was understood ho was not engaged in 
making any treaty or bargain. • Earl Car- 
narvon aaid he sought tho interview to 
ask my viowa aa to the constitution for 
Ireland. It was soon obvious ho wished 
to give hia own viowa. Koplying to 'an 
inquiry in regard to the propoaal to es- 
tabliah a central logialaturo founded upon 
counter beards I aaid that I did not think 
Ireland would accept that as a settlement; 
that tho central body ought to be a par- 
liament in name, and in tact having pow- 
er to deal with the local government of 
countioR. .Earl Oarnarvon* stated, that 
this waa his own view, adding greatly to 
tho weight cf Irish opinions. Ho also 
BUggeatod baaing tho parliament at Dub- 
lin on tho colonial model. Hia opinion 
on tTiia point struck one bi being tho re- 
ault of much thought and atudy. I re- 
marked the protection of certain Irish 
induatries from English and foreign com- 
petition would bn absolutely neceaaarj'. 
Tho earl replied, "I entirely agree with 
you; but what a row thoro would be in 
England." I thfiii left believing that wo 
were in oomplote accord upon 
tho main outlines for the plans 
of tho Bettlemont of the quoa- 
lion of tho govei.'nment uf Ireland. 
I havo roaaun to boiiuve that tho ^arl 
improasod his viewfi upon the cabinet, and 
that 'many of hia coUoaguea shared hia 
viow?i, also that the Earl resigned tho 
locd-Iieuteuanoy of Ireland beoauau we did 
not give the conservatives a majority at 
the polls.

IRELAND. 
Bei.faht, Juno 11?— Last night was 
lass diisatroua than on Wodaesday night. 



After their day's labor had ended thou- 
sands of workingmon gathered in tho 
vjcinity, of Bower Hill police etation, 
Thoy execrated tho police, and cried out: 
"We will have ten lives for every ona of 
us murdered." Tho county police wore 
ihen withdrawn, and aome well-known 
"tqcal obuBt'abIes:wem reaaon with 

lie mob. The latter demanded the with- 
drawal of all the police. Archbishop 
Laure and several Presbyterian clergy- 
men after this implored tho mob to dia- 
perse. 'I'heir addreases proved altogether 
uselca, and oven while the clergymen wore 
speaking tho rioters kept up u desultory 
.;8£>n^Uirowing at the houae. One atono 
eitruck a divine aquaroly in the face and 
hurt him. Capt. Loatrango, the rosidout 
magiatrate, who was preaont to counsel 
order was struck by a brickbat on the 
head. When tho preachers ceaaod, tho 
mob surged up to tho gate of the bar-> 
racks and defied the police to come and 
take a square light. Things went on in 
this wi^ until about 10 o'clock, when two 
iroops of dragoons galloped up. They 
wore followed by 300 infantry. These 
men havo boon under arms t^levo^ hours. 
The mob was for a iiiomenli-pnwerleaa 
with surprise, and dispersed, The run- 
aways soon howcvor booamo ashamed of 
theniielves and returuod to tho scene of 
tho riot, warmly choeriug the soldiers. The 
latter had taken complete prsaeasion uf the 
streets around the barracka and cornered 
them elt'octively. The mnb realizing the 
impregnability of the polioa'a position 
now departed in sections, cursing the 
pope, doiiiiiiiicing homo rule, and singing 
the "iJrango Lily" aiul "Rule Britannia." 
While all this was going on ut Bowers' 
hill barracks the mob had taken posses- 
sion ftf York street. They first concen- 
trated in front of a wine atore kept by a 
Catholic named McKenna. The building 
WIS soon seized and wrecked and all of 
McKenna'a stock of wines was emptiod 
into tlioatruel. This mob then proceodod 
to iMcClosky's tavern. The police had 
taken warning and got thoro lirst. A set 
fight touk place. It was waged with des- 
peration on both aides. The police (ired 
2C rounds of buckshot at £he rioters, but 
the mob finally dravo them away and 
amashed McUlosky'a tavorn to pieces, dis- 
tributing the inn'a liquora to all who 
would drink or carry liquor away. Sev- 
eral of the rioters wore wounded in this 
tight, and woro helped into the street by 
their comradoa, who, maddened with 
liquor and excitomeiit;, ruahedlotho work 
of wreck and pillage. Numbers of tav- 
ors woro destroyed and all their stock of 
,vino, whiskey and beer thrown out to the 
cro-wds iu the streets, who drank 
it ravenously or carried it awliy 
in jugs and buckets. In the lattor 
work scores of women and children wore 
engaged all tho timo tho rioting lasted. 
Towards midnight the mob after having 
wrecked and looted all the taverna in tho 
vicinity returned to McCloaky'a and set it 
on fire. The glare attracted the polioe 
who reformed and marched down there to 
put out tho Are and save the town from a 
conflagration. Thoy had to 6ght for 
every foot of v.'ay Ihcy made. At times, 
when the fli inos flared high, the sight of 
uniformud otKcora acatlereb among the 
mob Glling the street from houae to houae, 
each ollicor lighting on his own account, 
and all in the same direction, every man 
shouting or cursing, women and children 
at wiii'jiiws shrieking and goatioulatinj, 
was to;riblo. i^'inally the polica got to- 
gether and carried on their battle with 
buckshot. This ovontually scattered tho 
the mid) and the fire at McOIoaky's waa 
put out bi'furo it could extend. McClos- 
ky and hia family and a nuinber of hia 
Catholic neighbors were reaouod from tho 
fury of the mob by an Orangeman .who 
took them to Ilia house and there' gave 
them eafe refuge.

A meeting of tl\o electors of that part of 
Victoria diatriut known aa Cedar Ilill, was 
held last night at the schoolhouae there, 
to afford Mr. T. B. Humphreys an oppor- 
tunity of expressing the political opinions 
upon which he intended to seek their suf- 
frages at the coming election. Mr. George 
Dodns occupied tho chair, Mr. Sear act- 
ing aa secruLnfy. 

The schoolroom was well filled, and 
among thoau pruaeat were .Messrs. R. F. 
John, M. P. P.; Mr. J, Sluggdtt, Mr. G. 
Anderson, etc.. 

Mr. T. B; Huinphroysi\saidth'athe had 
many claims to urge for his elections. 
One was that when he en- 
tered politics in thia province ho 
had been a poor ninu.and now-he was over 
bend and oars in dobt; Jobt.moroovor.from 
which his iucoiiio biul (nilod to extricate him. 
Thoi'o wns not another i)olitieiau in tho 
couatry wlio could nay with truth, aa ha 
could, that he bad never taken a<lvajutage of 
uuy oflicial iufonnatiou to put >^ ton cent 
piece ill bis pocket. He sinoeiely deplored 
tho lack ill this country of what. ho called 
a political staudnrd of a high order. Tho 
Htatua of u community depended upon Us 
political morality; and where this morality 
was absent in polities it was owing to its 
being absent iti electors. (Here aome of 
the electors looked mystified as to whether 
anything porsonal was intended.) Tho 
present govcrnniout wa.s a wicked one, 
and being so ho could uot find 
it in bis conseieuce to support 
tiiem. "S;iltpotro,"houlegantly remarked, 
"would not save Ihom from the chain- 
gang. " People had aaid to him: "Why 
are you against iho government? Vuu 
want an oflico !" Well, that was partly 
true; but he didn't want oflico with tho 
present incumbents He Jeuuuncod the 
Suttloment bill in all its results, the 
Kootoimy bill as a governniiiut measure, 
and tho Fort Simpsun "grab." Warming 
with the subject he said ho waa wound-up 
for twenty-four houri [looks of appre- 
honaion on tho counti-.nancss of those 
preaentj but would not troapasa longer 
on thoir time than would take to say a 
few Words about the Coal Harbor exten- 
sion. He then enumerated the i ld stock 
charges brought againat a member of the 
giivornmoiit of possoasiiig land at what 
could bo manipulated into tho terminus 
of the C. P. R. Two "amarties'' — he was 
not afraid to niantion their names — tho 
Oppenhoimer Bros. — had entered into a 
league to thattend with what were styled 
the-"Bnoozers" of the government. The 
conduct of the government had been one 
villainous piece of rascality. Violent aa 
thin language might be, nothing loaa 
would meet the proper necessities of the 
case. He was only as yet on thethreah- 
old of the e.\poaure which be waa herald- 
ing, and at the proper time and place he 
would expose the guilty men and bring 
them to puniohuiont. And so on in tho 
same strain for another half hour at tho 
end of which time ho aat down — no doubt 
aa tired as his hearers. 

Mr. John (who waa called for and 
loudly applauded)- regretted that ho had 
been called upon to speak after soelo(|uont 
a speaker — for' Mr Humphrowa waa, no 
doubt, the best "talker" in British 
Columbia, while he hiinaalf was, perhaps, 
tho worst, He was again a candidate for 
election, and when in the house had done 
all in hia power to advance the interoats 
nf his district. Ho was not present in 
the light of an apologist for the govern- 
ment, wliioh was well able to take care 
of. itself. He briefly reviewed the 
effects of the Settlement bill in re- 
gard to expenditure of the Island rail- 
way company, the approaching aompletiou 
of the di-ydock and said that be could not 
Hee that anything could have been devised 
better calculated to spur the prdgiesa of the 
couutrj'. Tho Kootouay bill and the 
naraofl of thoso who voted for it was 
touched upon. lie rututionui,! the

The Turkish minister ou Poly- 
Rainy. 

Tavfik Pasha, the '.Turkish minister at 
WKahinKton,- "is not a turbaned , Turk, 
but all the same he is a Mohammedsn from 

way back," saya au irreverent reporter 
who interviewed him while he was paying 
a short visit to New York. Thvs Oriental 
enlightened the young man concerning 
Turkish ouatoins, and among other things 
talked as fulinwa about that delicate sub- 
ject, the harem: "A husband keeps his 
wife or wives in his house, as a rule, or 
in separate iMtablishinents. TheMoham- 
medan .'religion permits only four wives, 
and those under certain conditions, regu- 
lated by tho khoranio laws. If the tirst 
wife objects the husband cannot bring a 
second wife under the aaino roof; indeed, 
ho cannot marry another ut.leaa ho is am- 
ply able to keep a separate eatablishinent , 
The law gives the wife the right to 
have her husb.ind dragged before the 
oourti if he violates that rule, and ho is 
dealt with accordingly.. Plural wives are 
not universal Eiuong the Turks. I haven't 
a einglo friend iu Canatantinople, and I have 
a good many, who has more than o'n'e wife. 
I am told that in Asiatic Turkey the custom 
of plntal ■wives among tho peasantry is very 
oomiJlon. The flrtit wife, who works iu the 
field along with hor husband, iiri^cR him to 
marry a second, a third, and sometimes u 
fourth wife, (n order to have wore iJiisist- 
ance in tilling tho farm. Thoso woiitioo, 
too, are great company io each other, and 
help to lighten the common daily burdens. 
It is the belief among tho Jlohammeduus 
thatYif. early prayers nro said forty mornings 
in suecesaion at the mosque, before anyone 
else arriiBS, ths person so doing ahall have 
good luck and prosperity. Thovo wn.i a 
good man in Coiiatantiaoplb who was tha 
picture of b'ld Inck and improvidouos. He 
oonclndcd to attempt tho maacot feat. 
E.very morning early he ropairod to tho 
great mosqucj of St. Sophia and invariably 
found some one ahoad of him, thus break- 
ing the charm. One morning, m usual, 
he cllacovered the earlier devotee, and, as 
he proved to be the same one all the time, 
ho thus spoke; 'My friend, I am poor, 
and need good luck. For many mornings 
I have come hither to pray, each time 
earlier than before. Give me a chance; 
tell me how you get here earlier than I 
everyday.' To which tho early devotee 
replied; 'I have two wives. When 1 
awake in tho -norning one brings me my 
slipport, an' ' or my ablution bowl, and 
by these wives attending to my wants to- 
gether I urn enabled to bo oQ' earlier for 
prayer|,thBn if T had only one wifer The 
poor man resolved to prcjflt by the advice. 
He got him another wife and in a few 
days diacovorod the real aecret of the early 
devotee, viz: The war between the two 
women made very early morning prayers 
at the mosque a blessing." 

Some Efl'ects of-Uepeal.^

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

IRELAND 

Bklkaht, June 11.— Thg associated 
press reporter detailed to remain ou tho 
scene of tha riots, at five o'clock this 
morning reported as follows; I remained 
amone tho rioters all night. The great- 
est damage in the way of wrecking and 
looting was done along Shank hill and 
Corn road. Fighting in both thorough- 
fares was desperate and continuous. The 
mob was composed of the lowest, rufliaria. 
The bayonets of the police had no terror 
for them, and in many cases .1 saw the 
mob in overwhelming numbers press up 
against the bayonets and. drive the police 
back. The onljr instances in which the 
police dirove the mob at all, so far as I' 
could observe, were those iu which tho 
ofKcera in compact line tired buckshot at 
close range in rapid volloys. Those thu 
rioters could not stand a^aiiiat and they 
were driven back. Even under such a 
galling tire the rioters would drop to the 
pavements and rush upon the police while 
thoy were reloading. It is impossible to 
descrfbo the state of terror under which 
the respectable Catholic people in linlfaat 
are now living, in consequence of the pre- 
valent anarchy, tho outccine of bigotry. 
The bravest men hardly dare venture out 
doors iu daylight - even. I know that 
scores of people were shot during last 
night's riots. I saw ten taken to the 
hospitals thia morning, It ia feared that 
every funeral of a victim of tho riots may 
cause fresh rioting. Law-abiding citizens 
demand of the governmonl tlio appoint- 
mont of a special coinmiaaiun to inquire 
into the causes of the wholesale disorder. 
Fighting of this kind in auch close 
range has to bo practically hand- 
to-hand, continued until two o'clock 
in the morning, When dayli.tjht 
bogan to dawn so many of the rioters dis- 
appeared as to leave tlie mob insudicienl 
in strength to lunger cope with the urmed 
police, who succeeded in dispersing it. 
My observation shows the uiob luat night 
was compogod of the very scum of Uolfaat. 
X saw members of it throw stones weigh- 
ing 15 or 20 pounds. I oven saw tho 
fieudd hurling rocks at the gallant firemen 
who were imperilling their lives in at- 
tempting to save buildings from destruc- 
tion by the incendiary fires and the help- 
loss inmates from horriblejdonth. If any- 
thing elac were wanting to prove the 
character of the mob it could be furnished 
by tho dozen citizens I aaw during the 
night sneaking away from the wrecked 
and burning building, laden down with 
loot.

London, June 10. — The religious rite of 
marriage between Adeline Pattl and Signer 
Nicolini was performed to-day in tho Pro- 
testant parish church at Ystradgynalis, 
about seven uiilos from Craig-y-Nos-Nemp- 
epothl, near the rosideuce of tho diva. Sho 
wore a bine silk dress covered with oroam- 
oolored lace. Seven miles of roadway along 
ihu Swtiiisea valley, between Cruig-y-N'.oa 
Biid the clnncb, were spanned "with trium- 
pbal arches tho whole way and the entire 
population of tho valley turned out In their 
holiday attire to pay a tribute to the bride 
and witness the oeremouy. M. May nun, 
editor of the Paris Figaro, gave tho brida 
away, and Herr Ganz, opera conductor, 
acted as best man for the groom. 'Ihere 
were no bridesmaids. 

BAVARIA. 
aiu.iiKni, June 11 —A deputation of 
the members of the Bavarian cabinet to- 
day proceeded to Hohenschwangsn Castle 
lo present a letter to the deposed King 
Ludwig from Prince Lintpold. They 
found the castle locked and were not per- 
mitted by the king's pickets to enter. 
Ths ministry subsequently sent for gen' 
d'armes to tha castle to force an entrance 
for the purpose of releas ing Count Hol- 
stein, who while visiting the king last 
uvoniug ou ministerial buaine^^s uonourii- 
ing the regency was arrested by Ludwig's 
orders and locked up in the castle. Other 
geu' d'armes have been detailed to pre- 
serve order among the mountain popula- 
tion surrounding the castle, the moun- 
taineers being loyal adhorouta of the 
king and of a dangerous temper, beoauao 
of thu state's conduct towardu hiin King 
Ludwig remains in the most secluded part 
of the castle. .

Tlio aoldit-ra dufend'ng the 
ciladelo uf ortlioilo.Ky are, according to 
their couinion way of puttiii({ things, foola 
or elae kuavea who are tradiiiij upon the 
credulity of fonla, Hearing them declaim 
with aoornful aooonta, that greatly height- 
en the effect of their contemptuous terms 
you might fairly suppose that tho inan 
who accuptod literally the Old Toatamyni 
story of tlio Garden of Eden or that of 
Qod apeaking iu the cloud from Mount 
Sinai to Moaes was an idi' , utterly in- 
capable of managing his ovrii affairs, who 
ought Qot to be permitted to go about 
without a strait- wiiiscoat. Again, in view 
of thoir vituperation, it would appear fair 
to infer that ho who held that the crown, 
the church and tho aristocracy, should 
play tho principal parts in governing the 
country was oitiicr an arrant simpleton 
whose education bad been totally 
neglected or a selfish and narrow-minded 
enemy .to freedom. They can- 
not prdsumably believe in tho 
iutelligeuce and honeaty of motive, any 
move than the principles, of those who avo 
radically oppoaeJ to thorn. On the other 
hand, the schools against which they are 
iirrayud are equally bitter and uu- 
loasonablo. U when you enter 
the meeting room of the Secular- 
ist you are likely to bear Christian teachers

rehgiouH as iu srumlar matters. In some 
cases, they argne that the person who 
investigates and boldly apeculates as to 
the seemingly inscrutable mysteries of na- 
ture, and arrives at conclusions at va- 
riance with what they conceive to be God's 
revelation to man in the bible, it a direct 
agent of tho devil, and must be placed in 
the same category as drunkards, adulter- 
ers, thievea, and other flagrant offenders 
against the moral law. Their acrimony 
may have i'^a origin in the length and 
breadth of ti'^eir faith. But is is, to say 
the least, unfortunate, espeoiatly as theiir 
opponents regard it as a proof of a sense of 
the weakness of their position, a weaknaaa 
poasibly often exiatont, though aeldom 
admitted.
